WHERE AUCTIONS ARE 
FAVOURED. 


In view of the important position occupied 
by the live stock industry in our = gwd 
tural economy, it is surprising to find that 
the question of the improvement of the 
methods of marketing live stock has received 
so little attention. The country fair re- 
mains to-day, as it has been for generations, 
the principal mart for the disposal of Irish 
live stock, and the conditions under which 
cattle are sold appear to be the same as in 
the days of our great-grandfathers. 


In striking contrast to this absence of 
change in the methods of marketing live 
stock in Northern Ireland have been the 


developments which have occurred in Great 
Britain, where the auction sale has almost 
completely supplanted sale by private treaty. 
jn England and Wales there are 961 cattle 
markets, of which no less than 796 are 
auction markets only; 128 are both auction 
and private treaty, and 37 are private treaty 
markets only. Moreover, under the terms of 
a recent Act of Parliament it is now pro- 
vided that an auctioneer shall not offer for 
sale in any market, fair,.or mart in or near 
which a weighing machine is provided for 
the purpose of complying with the provisions 
of the Markets and Fairs (Weighing of 
Cattle) Acts, 1887 and 1891, any cattle which 
are fit for immediate slaughter unless such 
cattle. have been weighed on the weighing 
machine and their weight as so ascertained 
is disclosed to intending purchasers at the 
time of the offer for sale, either by an 
announeement made by the auctioneer or in 
some other manner calculated to bring it to 
their notice. 

As a result of these developments which 
have taken place in England and Wales, the 
sale of live stock is to-day subject to a con- 
siderable number of safeguards in the in- 
terests of the farmer. Weighing facilities 
are provided at nearly all the market centres 
at which cattle are sold. At most of these 
centres sale is conducted by auction and not 
by private treaty, thus ensuring wide 
publicity as to the prices which are realised 
for cattle sold and enabling the farmer to 
follow the trend of market ‘values. More- 
over, in the sale of fat stock by auction At 
is now hecessary for the atictioneer to In- 
form intending purchasers of the weight of 
the animal exposed for sale.

FRUIT MARKETING REFORM. 
————— 


The need for reform in the methods of mar- 
keting home-grown fruit has long been re- 
cognised. It has increased with the ae 
ing intensity of the competition of imported 
fruits, particularly apples. Imported supplies 
are almost invariably standardised as to 
grade, pack and package ; in addition they are 
marketed in bulk, and have the commercial 
advantage of regularity and continuity of 
supply.

complaint of the retail trade is 
that it is mers - obtain oe aw Sg 
adequate supplies of home-grown applies © 
sail quality - properly graded and packed. 
To meet this demand a scheme has been 
drawn up jointly by the Ministry 
and by the National Farmers Union. 
Its objective is to give a better service of 
home-grown apples and pears to distributors 
in the large consuming centres, and so to help 
home produce to capture ground held by im- 
ports and to develop home markets for an in- 
creasing production. ay á 

The Agricultural Produce (Grading and 
Marking) Bill, which now awaits the Royal 
assent, provides the legislative background. 
It authorises the Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries to define grades by regulation, to 
prescribe a grade designation mark (referred 
to in the leaflet as. the National Mark) for 
use as a label on packages of. home-grown 
produce, and to draw up such conditions as 
may be necessary to regulate its use. 


THE PIG INDUSTRY COUNCIL.

The Pig Industry. Council was appointed by 
the British Minister of Agriculture in March 
last to consider “ the circumstances affecting 
pig production in England and Wales, with 
special reference to methods of marketing and 
to the requirements of the home market, and 
to make recommendations, from time to time, 
with the object of increasing the home pro- 
duction beth of pork and bacon.” 

Under its Chairman, Mr. E..R, Debenham, 
the Council has held a number of meetings 
which have been devoted to preparing a pro- 
gramme of work. As a result of these pre- 
liminary meetings five sub-committees of the 
Council have been constituted to deal with the 
iullowing subjects :— i 

(a) Breeds, Breeding and Recording. 
(b) Feeding. . 

(c) Veterinary. 

(d) Pig Management. 

(e) Marketing.

The National Institute of Agricultural 

Botany has extended to parties of farmers, 
potato growers and merchants, and agricul- 
tural advisory and administrative officers, an 
invitation to visit the Potato Testing Station, 
Ormskirk, singly or in parties, on August 
10th next. ‘If this date is inconvenient the 
visit may be made.on any week day between 
July 30th and August llth. Besides the 
usual trials of new varieties of potatoes for 
immunity from wart disease, the Institute is 
continuing for the Ministry investigations into 
the relative resistance of a number of varie- 
ties to leaf-roll, and the possibility of grow- 
ing in England seed potatoes free from virus 
diseases. These trials, together with plots 
illustrating typical forms of virus disease, will 
be open to the inspection of visitors. In ad- 
dition, visitors. will be able to see the Lord 
Derby Gold Meda! trials—there are nine ‘en- 
tries this year—and yield and maturity trials of 
leading immune main crop potatoes. There 
are also many demonstration plots of the 
chief varieties of British and foreign potatoes, 
including the varieties certified as immune in 
1926 and 1927. Those who are interested in 
the oat crop will find on the farm large obser- 
vation plots of over thirty of the more im- 
portant varieties of oats.

making, and scores of other things; by milk: 
testing associations and other bodies tod 
numerous to name, and, in particular, by the 
Royal Dublin Society. From these England 
and Wales have a good deal to learn.. But 
the particular “lines of investigation pursued 
in Oxford since 1925 are not being followed 
here, possibly because there is no Develop. 
ment Grant wherewith to pursue them. That 
there is need for them in Ireland, no one wh« 
kuows the ramifications of divergent agricul- 
tural policy suggested from time to time in 
the Dail and in the Press can doubt. Take 
the problems covered in the British series we 
have just referred to: “ The Marketing of 
Farm Produce.”’ It is shown that live-stock 
marketing is beset with difficulties from the 
virtually impossible task of producing uni- 
form stock to the perhaps barely feasible 
task of  standardising, regularising and 
cheapening transit as an essential element in 
‘orderly marketing,’ using that phrase, as 
American stock-breeders do, to indicate an 
even, constant, adequate supply throughout 
the year, to meet a corresponding demand. 
Phese questions are not exclusively British. 
They are studied in these reports, and should 
have our attention, Butter is being dealt 
with intensively in Ireland, but milk, as re- 
lated to the city supply, is not thoroughly 
studied. Wool is not organised; wheat and 
barley are crops’ whose organisation is in 
dispute amongst farmers themselves; barley, 
lu fact, is too often a gamble. Of the root- 
crops, beet only has of late been under the 
economic microscope. 


Need for More Study in Ireland of Ireland. 


It is true, of course, that other than purely 
economic considerations are factors in the 
adjustment of these and such. like indeter- 
minate elements in Irish farming. But 
our point here that the economic ele- 
ment remains, of necessity, permanent. 
So far as the success of the 
small farm turns upon quantity and quality im 
relation to price ana profit, there must always 
be need for the unbiased study of agricultural 
economics, primarily in the producers” in- 
terests, secondarily in the consumers’, ulti- 
mately in the uation’s. Now, all the Irish 
bodies we have named do work which con- 
verges upon this study; some of them, we 
are convinced, could and would do more if 
they had ampler man-power. And there is, 
we suggest, another body potentially capable 
of helping. The. Farmers’ Union, through its 
branches, might well- set about making studies 
or, failing that, might= collect data and let

other bodies, like the Department, the 
1.A.0.8., or the R.D.8., study them. Local 
conditions in Jrveland differ so much. from 


Place to place, in accordance with ueographi- 
cal, geological, agronomical, and other con. 
ditions, that generalisations applicable over 
large “ ranch ” or “prairie” areas to (say) 
the culture of-cattle or wheat. are inapplicable 
In our small island. Agricultural county or 
regional atlases would often be invaluable. Tn 
their absence local associations of the 
Farmers’ Union which had studied conditions 
in their own countryside should have a very 
powerful leverage with an organising body 
like the I.A4.0.S.. or a teaching hody like the 
Department of Agriculture, if they can dis 
cover some new and nrofitable development 
that needs to be started.

But, whilst there can be no doubt that 
studies in marketing, local research work. an 
investigation into the uses and abuses of the 
fairs—to take only a few instances—would 
“pay” as ranidly as technical investigation 
into the breeding of guod milkers (a problem 
in which, of course, the economists,. as well 
as the stock breeders in all dairying countries 
are interested), the returns for this class of 
work are not quick, partly, because the nature 
of the inquiry is such that not one, but many, 
seasons must often be passed in stidying the 
data (which must then be carefully checked) 
and partly because, even when the results are 
known, they cannot reach their public rapidly. 
One reason for this is that money. for oral or 
printed propaganda is scarce. Also, the latter

| DAIRYING IN IRELAND. 


HOW PROGRESS IS MADE. 


By way of rounding off the eighth World's 
Dairy Congress in Great Britain, 44 delegates; 
representing the United States of America, 
Australia, England, Egypt, Japan, Poland, 
Denmark, Latvia, Germany, France, Sweden, 
Finland, are now making an official eight-day 
tour of the Emerald Isle. They statted at 
Belfast, where they were welcomed by. repre- 
sentatives of the Northern Ireland Govern- 
ment, who gave them a banquet, at which 
the Minister for Agriculture was present. 

Equally cordial wa€ their reception in Dub- 
lin, 
nevin, on Monday, they were entertained to 
luncheon by the Minister for Lands and Agri- 
eulture in the Irish Free State. To his cosmo- 


politan guests our Minister for Agriculture 
was kind and candid.» He expressed appre- 
ciation of the research work carried on in 
other countries, and pointed out that, though 
rivals in commerce, they could all co-operate 
in the work of research. With this expres- 
sion everyone will agree, while all mist share 
the Minister’s regret at the absence of Sir 
Horace Plunkett, who did so much for co- 
operative dairying in Ireland and laid the 
foundations of the present Department of 
Agriculture. Another notable absentee from 
Monday's gathering was Mr. Daniel Twomey, 
Chief Live Stock Inspector, Department of 
Agriculture. He has not been in good health 
tor some time, and is now obliged te -rest. 
All who know him will wish him a speedy 
recovery. 


Agiiculture and Butter Testing. 


The Dairy Congress visitors learned much 
about the country during their tour of the 
Albert Agricultural College, founded in 1838, 
and described as the oldest agricultural col- 
Jege in the world. The information imparted 
resembled a history of Irish agriculture in 
brief, and, lest the listeners should forget what 
was told, they .were provided with’ neatly 
turned out brochures, which contained all the 
peints they could possibly want to remember 
and a synopsis of the programme during the 
rest of their tour of the Trish Free State. 

A visit to the Department's Butter Testing 
Station in Dublin, where the surprise, butter 
imspections are held, took place on Tuesday. 
This, of ‘ts very nature, proved specially in- 
teresting. The butter is examined in a large 
hall fitted with cold air circulation to main- 
tain the temperature at 55 degrees F. approxi- 
mately. Íwe cold stores. with pre-cooling 
passage and refrigerating machinery, are pro- 
vided at the station, and laboratories have 
been constructed for the extensive chemical 
and bacteriological analyses which will be 
necessary in connection with the administra- 
tion of the Dairy Produce Act. When the 
equipment is complete, the butter testing sta- 
tion will be capable of meeting all possible 
requirements of the dairying industry for 
many years to come, 


Dublin Showyard, 


Another impressive speétacle, even out of 
show time, was the well planned showyard of 
the Royal Dublin Society at Ballsbridge. 
These premises are unique, aud have been 
developed over a period of time at an outlay 
of over £500,000 in lands and buildings, which 
are unequalled for stability, structure and con- 
venience. Mr, Bohane, Director, explained to 
the visitors what the Society does, apart from 
holding shows and sales, and this informa- 
tion was much appreciated. 

Yesterday visits were paid to Tipperary, 
Kilmallock and Cork. At Tipperary two 
establishments were visited—the Creamiei'’y 
of the Condensed Milk Co. of Ireland, where 
condensing is carried on, and from which the 
output of butter in 1927 was 7,757 cwts. <A 
large part of the company’s home trade is 
supplied, by this creamery, hence only 3,161 
cwts, were exported direct. At Tipperary 
Co-operative Creamery, the production of 
butter in 1927 was 15,540 cwts. and the quan- 
tity directly exported 15,328 ewts. Garry- 
spillane Co-operative Creamery, with an out- 
put of 5,583 cwts. butter, was also inspected.

f'wo Important Dairy Herds. 


From this point the Congress delegates 
went to Mount Coote, Kilmallock, where they 
were shown the Loobagh herd belonging to 
Lord Daresbury. This herd, comprising up- 
wards of 100 head, was established in 1912 by 
the purchase of some of the best Bates short- 
horus from the late Mr, George Taylor's herd, 
us well as from the herd of Lord Rothschiid 
and other noted breeders. In 1927 the average 
milk yield for the herd, including first calf 
heifers, was 830 gallons. Line breeding to 
secure conformity to the Bates type has been 
followed from the beginning, pedigrees con- 
taiting an admixture of beef strains being 
avoided. 

After luncheon at; Mount Coote, the party 
proceeded to Hazelwood, Mallow, where Mr. 
J. R. Lysaght’s Coillcuill herd of dairy short- 
horns is located. The yield of the cows in 
this herd averages 827 gallons, with 3.76 per 
cent. butter fat. . As there are only three 
cows giving over a thousand gallons, this is 
satisfactory. 

On the same property wag seen the Raheen 
herd of Kerry cattle belonging to Mr. E. 
MacLysaght. The animals here show more 
substance and quality than is usually ‘as: 
sociated with the Kerry, while for a small 
breed an average yield of 641 gallons, with 
5.11 per cent. butter fat, may be regarded 
as satisfactory. 

To-day the visitors will inspect Lunham’s 
bacon factory, Cork, and also the Munster 
Dairy School and Agricultural Institute. To- 
morrow's programme includes a visit to Capt. 
T. A. Clarke's farms at -Farran, Co. Cork. 
where the delegates will be shown the herd 
of nedigree dairy shorthorns and other stock, 
including Trish draught and Arab horses. 
University College, Cork, where the Faculty 
of Dairy Science is carried.on, will also be 
visited, thus bringing to a conclusion the 
official Irish tour.

Mr. Jellett said that one of the issues

He saw turbines in 
operation all over England and Ireland, but 
he never saw any substance like that which he 
observed in the Barrow.

Professor T. Johnson, D.Sc., of University the report of the Commission t 
College, Dublin, was next examined, and, in

VALUABLE FEATURES 
INTRODUCED. 

Sir John Keane declared that the Rent Re- 
striction Acts had brought more grist to the 
lawyers than any others. He paid a tribute 
to the fair manner in which the Government 
met the houseowners in respect of the Rating 
Bill, which went up from the Dail in a most 
dangerous form, bat, fortunately, the Senate 
introduced valuable features of protection. 

They were able to get an allowance of 10 
per cent. for owners who collected their rates, 
and to protect the agent from personal 
liability in Reapers of rents not collected. 

They were also able to secure an amend- 
mént which increased the amount of the rack 
rent, which had a distinct bearing on the 
working of the Act. The Minister for Local 
Government (Mr.. Mulcahy) had been very 
reasonable and fair with them as far as pos- 


sible. 


LEGAL TECHNICALITIES. 
In the report of the Commission there were, 
he found, too many legal technicalities, and 
it attempted to throw a sop to everybody. 
Certain principles set out in it were 
dangerous and unprecedented in the history 
of any advanced town property legislation. 
The principles were ig as the three 
“F's "fixity of tenure, fair rent and frée 
sale 
One of the results of land legislation was 
that land was bad as a thing on which to 
raise money. Land should be the most valnu- 
able source of security. There was, Sir John 
Keane went on, an obvious limit on produc- 
tive land, but there was no limit to the land 
on which houses could be built. Legislators 
must bear in mind that th® system that ap- 
plied to land could not apply to housing. 


WARNING OFF CAPITAL. 

. He shuddered to think of the prospects 
if the principles of this report were iniro- 
duced. They were more dangerous to future 
ownersship than to past. People would be 
warned, and nobody would provide capital 
for, laga with the present ptespects before 
them, It was going to stop any substantial 
development of private enterprise in building 
until the people knew more where they 
were. 

LANDLORD’S' POSITIONS. 
HOW THE PROPOSALS WOULD 
WORK. 

Mr. D. Charles, LL.B., solicitor, law agent 
to the Association, read a criticism of the 

report, in which he said :— i 

The system contemplated in the report, 
which applies to all tenancies of whatever 
nature or kind, proposes to give jurisdiction 
to a court to fix a fair rent. This meant 
that if a tenant considers that his rent should 
be adjusted, he could apply to the court, 
and expert witnesses would be heard for the 
owner and the tenant, and all the para- 
phernalia .of litigation, with incidental ex- 
penses, set in motion. 

There was no evidence before the Com- 
mission which justified it in concluding that 


owners of property charged rents on renewal 
in excess of the market value at the time of 
renewal, 

MORE LAW COSTS. 

“The report recommends that not only on 
renewal can the rent be regulated by the 
Court, but if, when the premises are freely 
placed upon the open market, a tenant | 
offered a rent in excess of the proposals t 
obtained by the owner up to a particular 
time, be could apply to have his rent 
adjusted. 

The report applies this principle of fixing 
any tenancy, whether weekly or 
Thus, the investor in property

buying a ‘“‘serial number ’”’ of litigious

The Association held that the time having 
elapsed during which abnormal conditions 
obtained, the legislature should return to 
freedom of contract, as otherwise the only 
inducement which stimulates individual enter- 
prise is gore, 

SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 

No doubt, the fall play. of individual enter- 
prise involves at times inequitable exploita- 
tion, but, given complete freedom of contract, 
the fittest will survive. 

Unless the element of profit is present, not 


based upon this report going to contribute to 
these problems? Better throw the entire 
field of house property open to voracious 
speculators than that it should be consigned 
to the single adventure of a Court of Justice. 


FIXITY OF TENURE. 

As a logical conclusion to the establish- 
ment of any principle of fixing a fair rent 
comes the acceptance of a degree of fixity of 
tenure, as otherwise obviously the whole 
system would be rendered nugatory by the 
wwher simply ejecting the tenant. 

It is laid down in the report that there 
should be no fixity of tenure unless there is 
some ‘compelling equity’’ in the tenant’s 


case. The principle, as stated, finds concrete 
form in the recommeridation that it shall 
apply — 


1. To any tenancy of a holding consisting 
of premises used to a substantia) extent as a 
shop or office; or for business, trade, or pro- 
fessional purposes, and held under a tenancy 
from year to year or under a lease for not 
less than five years, or which have been 
occupied by the tenant as predecessors in 
title for a period of not less than seven years. 

2. To a tenant. where the estimated letting 
value of the holding is doubled by reason of 
improvements made by the tenant. 

ó. To tenancies not coming within the 
foregoing, that is to say, the ordinary dwell- 
inghouse and (a) to any tenancy where the 
tenant or his predecessors in tittle have 
been in possession for not less than forty 
years. ‘b) To any tenancy where the tenant 
or his predecessor in title have been.in pos- 
xession for not less than fifteen years, and 
the reversion of the landlord does not ex- 
céed three years. (ec) To any tenancy where 
the tenant is in bona-fide occupation for not 
less than seven years, and it is proved to the 
Court that there is a scarcit of accommoda- 
tion in the locality in width the holding is 
situate, and there does hot appear to the 
Court to be a reasonable prospect of the 
tenant. obtaining alternative accommodation. 

The last proposal is of the utmost import- 
ance to the owner of the ordinary dwelling- 
house. 

WHAT THE LANDLORD MUST DO. 

If this becomes law, in order to recover 
possession of a house which has been in 
occupation of the tenant (it is not stated 
whether tenant in this context means his 
predecessors in title) it will be necessary for 
the owner to prove two things— 

1. There is no scarcity of accommodation 
in the locality. 

2. That there is a reasonable prospect of 
the tenant obtaining alternative accommoda- 
tion; or, in other words, when it comes to 
proofs in any given action it will be neces- 
sary for the owner actually to be in a position 
to prove that he has offered to the tenant 
such alternative accommodation. 

Evidently, even if the landlord is in a 
position to give alternative accommodation, 
it will not be enough unless he can also 
prove that there is no scarcity of accommo- 
dation in the locality; and, conversely, if he 
proved that there was no scarcity of accom- 
modation in the loeality, he would still have 
to offer alternative accommodation, which 
would seem to reduce the proposal to a 
stringency that verses on the absurd. 
Experience of the working of the Rent 
Restriction Acts on the question of alter- 
native accommodation has convinced us that 
on that proviso alone an owner could never 
be able to get possession, and it has been 
held over and over again that such alter- 
native accommodation means practically 
similarity of rent, of accommodation, and of 
suitability for the particular purposes for 
which the house has heen Jet. 
COMPENSATION FOR DISTURBANCE. 
In all the cases to which the recommehda- 
tion as to compulsory renewal apply there 
is .also the alternative jurisdiction granted 
to the Court of granting compensation for 
disturbance, and to make the suggestion 
effective it is recommended that a tenant 
can bring his claim for compensation for un- 
reasonable disturbance to a hearing before 
the termination of his tenancy. 

If by chance an owner of property obtains 
vacant possession he will at once dispose of 


same and invest his money in _ industrial 
securities, which he knows should be 
realisable at any moment, and which will 


provide him with a reasonably assured in- 


come. with no trouble and no litigation. 
On the other hand, if for some reason or 
another he is prevented from selling his 


house, he will let it to a tenant for a term 
obviously less than seven vears, and will 
insist upon obtaining vacant possession be- 
fore the termination of the seven vears: so 
that the said tenant will not be in a position 
to avail himself of the recommendation in 
the report. which gives him, not only fair 
rent, but fixity of tenure after the lapse of 
seven yerrs. 

The Executive Committee disagrees de- 
fintely with all the imnortant findings of this 
Commission, and is of the opinion that the 
evidence given did not justify such findines. 
The report indicates a misepprehension of the 
entire problem. Particularly, that the conelu- 
sions are the result of taking a static, rather 
than a dynamic, view of the situation, so that 
no encouragement is given to constructive 
and creative efforts.

BLACKROCK’S CALL FOR 
A CONFERENCE,

The question of damage done to roads 
by motor traflic was raised last night at a 
meeting of the Blackrock Urban Council 
by Councillor Taylor, who moved that the 
Council should request the Dublin County 
Council to call a conference of local 
authorities of the county to consider this 
matter, and to discuss the advisability of 
imposing on owners of vehicles’ some 
additional contribution. 

Blackrock was not the onl 
cerned, Mr. Taylor declared. 
was in the same dilemma. 

In the course of his remarks, Councillor 
Taylor indicated that he had nothing to say 
against the ‘buses. They had, he said, 
come to stay until such time as they were

A MILEAGE TAX ON ‘BUSES. 
Mr. McCabe, associating himself with the 
motion, complained of the allocations made 
by the Road Fund authority. Last year, 
he said, the. Dublin County Council had re- 
ceived £20,000, but this year, when ‘bus 
traffic had so greatly increased, it had re- 
ceived only a grant of £7,000.

It was extraordinary that they never heard 
anything about this question when the Tram- 
way Company had them at their mercy.

DRINK AND GAMBLING 
EVILS. 
—— + 
BISHOP AND GREYHOUND 
RACING. 


The evils of gambling and excessive drink- 
ing were among the matters dealt with by the 
Right Rev. Dr. Moore in the course of his 
address at Kilmore Diocesan Synod, which 
was held in Cavan. 

He said that the Church was still suffermg 
from the difficulty of obtaining a sufficient 
supply of clergy and teachers for the schools. 
A competent stipend now was assured, and he 
hoped that parents would encourage their 
sons to join the ministry. As to teaching, 
during the last two years 90 per cent. of those 
who presented themselves for examination 
failed, and it was evident that the majority of 
primary schools could not adequately train 
pupils, so that they should be sent to 
secondary schools. 

Continuing, the Bishop called attention to 
the evils of gambling. It had been frequently 
stated, he said, and he never saw it con- 
tradicted, that gambling, since it had been 
legalised, had been greatly on the increase in 
the Free State. The number of licensed 
betting houses in Dublin was very great, and 
they were said to be doing an enormous busi- 
ness. No doubt, many also were to be found 
in provincial towns, and they were sure to 
increase as people got more and more bitten 
with the gambling spirit. It was necessary 
that a more healthy public ovinion should be 
aroused, thus bringing pressure on the Legis- 
lature to alter the recent betting laws. He 
was sure that the Government did not desire 
to enrich the Exchequer at the price of the 
demoralisation of the people. 

It was difficult to say whether gambling or 
excessive drinking was the greatest evil. Both 
were doing untold evil in the demoralisation 
of character and in the misery and wretched- 
ness they brought on the homes. 
GREYHOUND RACING. 
The increase of greyhound racing also was 
to be deprecated. It was simply a new way 
for encouraging the gambling spirit. Always 
he had felt that no game or pastime was worth 
taking part- in unless it was sufficiently in- 
teresting in itself without any added interest 
of betting, and he thought that that was the 
true sportsman’s point of view. 
The Right Rev. Dr. Moore then referred to 
the campaign for the renunciation of war. 
The peace of the world, he said, was a matter 
to which the Church of Christ could. not be 
indifferent if she was to be taithful to her 
Master. 
On the motion of Mr. T. J. Smyth, seconded 
by Mr. W. H. Halpin, solicitor, a resolution 
was passed requesting the Free State Govern- 
ment to co-operate with the other nations in 
taking steps to end war.

£30,000 FOR “EXPRESS”

The first fruits of the appointment of 
Mr. Chamberlain, Belfast’s new £2,500 a 
year tramway manager, were laid before a 
special meeting of the Corporation yesterday, 
when sanction was sought for a number of 
recommendations of the Tramways Com- 
mittee, designed to increase the revenue 
earning capacity of the undertaking. 

These proposals included the borrowing of 
£30,000 to purchase twenty motor "buses, to 
be run as '“ express” vehicles on crowded 
routes during “rush” hours; the institution 
of a maximum fare of 2d. from all termini 
to the city centre, which on one route would 
give a vide of five miles for that sum; and 
the institution of a considerable number of 
overlapping penny stages, the object being 
to give passengers boarding the cars at any 
point a fair ride for their money. 

MANAGER'S LETTER, 

Councillor M‘Clune, Chairman of the 
Tramways Committee, in moving the adop- 
tion of the proposals, read a letter from the 
new manager, in the course of which Mr. 
Chamberlain said :—‘‘I consider it would 
be inadvisable at the present time to extend 
the length of the Id. stages or introduce 
11d. stages, but desire to confjnn my reath- 
ness to further the suggestion forward 
by you in respect to the fixing ef a 28 
maximum fare from the centre of the city to 
any terminus. I am entremely diffident at 
this stage, owing to my lack of knowledge 
of local conditions, to make any proposal 
which would have the effect’ of seriously 
reducing the revenue, but I have no hesita- 
tion whatever in supporting your proposal 
of introducing the 2d. maximum fare, not 
particularly for the purpose of meetive 
omnibus competition—although I hope it will 
have cousiderable effect in this direction— 
but as a principle of local street passenger 
transportation. 

“I had an opportunity on Wednesday and 
Thursday last of observing in general the 
traffic conditions in the city so far as the 
motor-’bus competition is concerned, and éI 
do not hesitate’ to state that they are such 
as to constitute a scandal, and of a kind 
that is not permitted in any town or city 
in the Kingdom.”

London and William Macready. 


Although William Macready, the great 
actor and theatrical lessee, who was in 
his prime almost exactly a hundred years 
ago, 1s always looked upon as an Irish- 
man, he was born in London, and it is a 
happy, if belated, thought on the part of 
the London County Council to place a 
memorial. plaque on the house in Stan- 
hope street, St. Pancras, where Macready 
first saw the light of day. 

Macready was born there in 1793, and 
his parents and earlier ancestry were 
Irish. His father was the lessee of 
several English provincial theatres, and 
at the time when the young Macready 
was forming plans to go to Oxford 
University the financial troubles of his 
father changed his desires, and he joined 
the theatrical profession. 


His Stage Career.

He made his first appearance in 1810 
as Romeo at Birmingham, and he met 
with instant success. However, a serious 
rupture with his father again changed his 
plans, and he left the Midlands for Bath. 
In 1816 he took his first part on the 
London stage as Orestes in “The Dis- 
tressed Mother.’’ 

Macready then played several parts in 
romantic drama, but he turned to 
tragedy, and portrayed Richard III. at 
Covent Garden in 1819. Then at Drury 
Lane Theatre he played the title réle in 
‘William Tell,” and achieved a remark- 
able success. 

Taking up the managerial side, 
came manager of Covent Garden, and | 
occupied a similar position at Drury Lane | 
until® 1843. He took his leave of the stage | 
in 1851, and until 1873 lived in happy 
retirement at Cheltenham. i

ARCHBISHOP USSHER AND 
OLIVER CROMWELL. 


a 


(By CANON CHAMBERLAIN.) 


HE name of Oliver Cromwell] is not 
generally associated in this country 
with generosity towards those who found 
themselves in opposition to the principles 
for which he stood either in the region of 
Church or of State, and the tei-: dilemma 
in which he placed so many of the inhabi- 
tants of Ireland will never be forgotten 
as long as the Shannon forms the boundary 
of Connaught. But yet the prge of his- 
tory reveals a kindly gleam in the spirit 
of this austere sectary in his dealings with 
the greatest Irishman of his time, who 
was also perhaps the greatest Irish scholar 
of all time—Archbishop Ussher. 

The name of Ussher is known to the 
man in the street by reason of the dates 
which are found in the margin of the 
Authorised Version of the Bible which 
were worked out by him fr.m the chrono- 
logy given in the Hebrew text. One has 
to be something of a scholar to appreciate 
to the full the colossal erudition of the 
man of whom Hallam has said “' The 
writings of our Irish Primate Ussher are 
known for their extraordinary learning, 
in which perhaps. he has never been 
exceeded by an English writer”; and 
whom Salmon has termed ‘‘ the great boast 
of our University.’’ 


USSHER IN LONDON. 


Owing to the politica] and social dis- 
turbances which began in 1640, Ussher was 
obliged to flee this country and to seek an 
insecure refuge in England. Afte> a time 
he joined the Royal Court at Oxford, but 
the vicissitudes of the Civil War sent 
him wandering with his precious books to 
Wales, whence he found his way to 
London. | 

For several years under the Common- 
wealth the Primate of All Ireland—the 
friend of the King, of Strafford and of 
Laud—was permitted by the authorities 
to preach in the Chapel of Lincoln’s Inn 
and discharge the duties of Lecturer there. 
To the end of his life Ussher never ceased 
to protest against the usurpation of Crom- 
well, and he would never admit the 
authority of the Protector to be lawful. 
He maintained that the Commonwealth 
would fall at the death of Cromwell, 
following the course of the Greek tyran- 
nies which began with an army and fell 
with the death of the usurper. 


CROMWELL AND USSHER. 


In spite of this emphatic and adverse 
opinion of so great a Prelate, Cromwell 
appears to have had a profound regard 
for Ussher. He may. have been moved by 
a genuine feeling of respect for the amaz- 
ing learning of one whom his contem- 
porary Selden characterised as usque ad 
miraculum doctus. It may have been a 
sense that the gentle Ussher was not a 
man to do him any serious political harm. 
It may have been a feeling of com; assion 
for the Primate of a Reformed Church 
reduced to destitution. It may have been 
the opinion which Napoleon shared, that 
literature and learning give a splendour 
even to tyranny. 

The fact remains, whatever the motive, 
that Cromwell went out of his stern way 
to befriend Ussher and to secure from 
Parliament a grant of £400 a year to save 
the exiled Primate from penury. Ussher 
had seen Charles I. led forth to execution 
from the roof of Lady Peterborough’s 
house near Charing Cross. He had seen 
his Royal Master lay his head on the 
block. But that his servants had sup- 


_ported him, he would have fallen in a 


dead faint. After the execution Cromwel! 
wished to see him and sent for him, but 
with the tragic scene fresh in his horrified 
mind, Ussher at first refused to go. 


INTERVIEW WITH CROMWELL. 


After an interyal of four years Ussher 
himself sought an interview with the Pro- 
tector in order that he might obtain some 
redress and assistance for his unfortunate 
clergy. One of his biographers tells us 
that at the time Cromwell was suffering 
from an ulcerous tumour, for which he 
was being treated by a surgeon. “ If this 
core were cut,” he said to the Archbishop, 
*‘T should soon be well.” ““T doubt the 
core lies deeper,’’ replied Ussher stoutly. 
‘There is a core in the heart which must 
be taken out, or else it will not be well.’’ 


| “Se it is, indeed,” replied the Protector 


with a sigh. 

This sturdy reply of the Archbishop was 
more brave than tactful, for to his chagrin 
he was not granted his request. After 
this unsuccessful interview Ussher re- 
marked that “ he saw that so..ec men had 
only guts, no bowels (intestina non 
visecera).’”’ 

To his chaplain he spoke of his failure 
with indignation: “ This false man hath 
broken his word with me, and refuses to 
perform what he promised; well, he will 
have little cause to glory in his wicked- 
ness, for he will not continue long; the 
king will return, though I shal] not live 
to see it; you may.”’ 


USSHER’S FUNERAL. 


In March, 16545, the aged Primate died. 
He was heard to utter his last pathetic 
prayer: ‘‘O Lord, forgive me, especially 
my sins of omission.’’ It was greatly to 
the credit of Cromwell that he insisted 
that a public funeral] should be accorded 
to the Archbishop who had so consistently 
opposed his policy and had been the friend 
of his enemies. A grant of £200 was 
made for a public funeral in “estminster 
Abbey. 

He was buried -in St. Paul’s Chapel 
close to the mortal remains of his first 
teacher, Fullerton—who had been one of 
the first Fellows of Trinity College. An 
enormous crowd assembled to honour the 
memory of the exiled Primate, and it is 
interesting to learn that this was the only 
occasion that the Burial Service of the 
Church of England was used in the Abbey 
during the Commonwealth period. 

The sermon on the occasion was preached 
by his chaplain and biographer, Dr. 
Bernard, who chose as his text ‘‘ And 
Samuel died, and all Israe] were gathered 
together and lamented him and buried 
him.”’ 


USSHER’S LIBRARY. 


All his life long Ussher had been 
collecting books and manuscripts. He had 
an agent in Aleppo constantly on the look 
out for rare manuscripts in th: Oriental 
languages and he was constantly receiving 
books from abroad. During the political 
troubles many were lost, but ihe remains 
were sufficient to attract covetous eyes. 

It is said that offers were received from 
Cardinal Mazarin and the King of Den- 
mark. But Cromwell intervened and 
refused to allow the library to be dis- 
persed without his consent. It was even 


suggested at a Council meeting that the | 


State might purchase the books. Finally 
the purchase was made by t.. army 
serving in Ireland. The entire collection, 
amounting to some 10,000 volumes, was 
placed on a frigate and transferred to 
Dublin from Chester. 

They were held up by the authorities in 
Dublin and interned in the Castle. until, 
after the Restoration. Charles II. handed 
over to Trinity College what remained 
after these varied vicissitudes. It was in 
reality owing to Cromwell’s intervention 
that the Library of Dublin University 
now contains these treasures.

THE JUBILEE NURSES. 
LETTER FROM THE MARCHIONESS OF 
LONDONDERRY, D.B.E 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Simn,—I have just returned from Loudon 
from attending a meeting of the Sub-Com- 
mittee of the London Council of the Queen's 
Institute for Nursing, by which name the 
Queen Victoria Jubilee Institute for Nurses 
is now culled. I have read s>veral statements 
in the newspapers, which do not give a full 
account of the proceedings. The original 
proposal made to the London Council by the 
North was to request that they should work 
in affiliation with the London Council rather 
than be governed by an Executive in Dublin. 
Secondly, it was not satisfactory to_have 
nurses from the North trained in Dublin 
under the supervision of the Dublin Office. 
The Sub-Committee has suggested that 
Ulster shall have a separate autonomous 
Executive, and a Nursing Home paid for by 
the London Council in Belfast, also a super- 
intendent, who shall be their official. A 
meeting of the Nursing Associations will be 
held shortly to discuss the proposals, and 

the best. way of carrying them out. 

In view of the fact that Her Majesty the 
Queen is the gracious Patron of the Queen's 
Institute for Nursing, it was pointed out by 
the special Sub-Committee that it would not 
be in conformity with England and. Scotland 
for Ireland to have two Councils, and, in 
deference to this wish, and, in view of the 
very great interest and close connection of 
the King and Queen with the Queen’s Nurses, 
if was felt by the London Sub-Committee 
that, as King George is equally King of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland, there should 
be only one Council for Ireland. 

The acceptance by Ulster of the findings 
of the Sub-Committee will depend upon the 
powers given to the Council of Ireland, and 
my Committee are making full inquiries as 
to this.—Yours, etc.,

THE LAST CRAFTSMAN, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Your leading article, based on the 
interview with Mr. Hicks, dealing with the 
possibility of saving Irish craftsmanship from 
extinction, we find interesting in view of 
certain suggestions which we have recently 
made to the Minister for Education. We are 
frequently asked to send an adjudicator to 
Feiseanna, agricultural shows and other 
functions in which a Home Industries Sec- 
tion is included. Usually these functions are 
organised by local committees, which offer 
— for locally made homespuns, em- 
»roidered household linen, hand-tooled leather 
bags, carved woodwork, embroidery in Celtic 
designs, and occasionally for metal work. 
We find that all too frequently prizes are 
offered for fretwork, macrame, pen-painting 
on satin, and other useless forms of “ art.” 
We also find as a general rule that the work, 
whatever it may be, is, on the whole, well 
executed, but design and colour are almost 
always bad. The people entering for these 
competitions have no standard by which to 
judge good from bad, and as all work 
entered is on public exhibition throughout 
the Show or Feis period, and is examined 
minutely by country people for a consider- 
able radius, who themselves prepare similar 
articles for competition the next year, the 
standard is being constantly depreciated. 
As a result of our experience, we have 
asked the Minister for Education to prepare 
a small travelling exhibit of good classes of 
work under the various headings indicated, to 
include designs and drawings as well as the 
completed articles, and to arrange to send 
it on loan for a week or ten days, say, three 
months in advance of the particular Feis or 
Show, to a responsible group, who, having 
shown it publicly to possible competitors, 
would have it carefully packed and sent on 
to the next Feis or Show Committee on the 
list.: Such an exhibit need be neither costly 
nor extensive. It could certainly be got 
together for less than £100, but its value to 
the country in placing ‘before the people 
Specimens of good, simple, useful articles 
capable of being made in their own homes 
would be considerable. We trust the Minister 
will accept our suggestion. and take what we 
helieve would be a practical step to foster 
good taste.—Yours, etc.,

Will Mr. Keane tell us by what body the 
registration was made; and what authority, 
if any, it had for its action? 

The green, white and yellow tricolour is 
the flag of the Irish Free State. By no 
stretch of imagination can it be regarded as 
the flag of Ireland. Any attempt to force 
it on the portion of Ireland that is outside 
the Free State is calculated to retard that 
unity of Ireland in sport which Mr. Keane 
seems to be anxious to maintain. 

In the branch of sport with which Mr. 
Keane is intimately associated—namely, 
athletics—that attempt has already been 
made, with ill effects. Unfortunately, in this 
branch of sport we have no unity to main. 
tain. We have to secure it. When, on the 
Trish Free State coming into existence, the 
National Athletic and Cycling Association 
was formed to secure the unified contro] of 
athletics in Ireland, the Gaelic Athletic Asso. 
ciation and the Irish Amateur Athletic Asso. 
ciation sank their life-old differences. The 
Northern members of the latter body came 
into the new association, but they subse. 
quently seceded. 

Subsequent happenings have tended to 
make it difficult to bring about a reunion. 
One of these was at Ayr, in March last. in 
the international cross-country contest. when 
the All-Ireland team marched behind the tri- 
colour, notwithstanding the fact that one 
member of the team was an Ulsterman. 

It is remarkable that those who place great 
importance on a particular question fre. 
quently protest that it “ makes no differ. 
ence.” Mr. Keane asks: “ What difference 
does a flag make; and why should it inter. 
fere in sport? A flag should not make any 
difference to a man who wins for | 
country.” :

The stern fact is that Southern Ireland is a 
comparatively poor country. It no longer has 
the British Exchequer to draw upon, and con- 
sequently its citizens, whether they like jt or 
not. must be satisfied with a much lower 
standard of salaries and wages and of living 
than they enjoyed under the British raqgime, 
and which is still enjoved by the people of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

Southern Ireland had long been clamouring 
for self-government, and, now that she has 
got it, it is, in my judgment, neither patriotic 
nor dignified to whine if the results have not 
turned out to be quite so rosy as the politicians 
promised and the masses, or rather a large 
percentage of the masses, expected. 

Southern Ireland to-day has to stand on her 
own legs, without any props from. outside.

MUTUAL ASSURANCE. 


POSITION OF IRISH COMPANY. 


In the Free State Senate yesterdev, Lord 
Glenavy took the chair at ó p.m. 

Mr. BENNETT moved the second reading 
of the Limerick Corporation Gas Undertaking 
(Pensions) Bill, 1928, which entitles the Cor- 
poration to grant pensions or allowances in 
certain cases to artisans, workmen, labourers, 
or servants employed in the Gas Works. 

The second reading was passed. 

On the second reading stage of the Local 
Authorities (Mutual Assurance) Bill, 

Mr. 8. L. BROWN, K.C., said that while 
not opposing the measure, he would like to 
have some information from the Minister as 
to the object of the measure. The bill was 
being proposed to enable the company to 
carry on this class of insurance without de- 
positing the usual £20,000. There apparently 
was to be an exception made in this case. 
He was anxious to ascertain if the object of 
the Act of 1926 was being carried out by 
this company, or whether the company would 
act, and continue to act, as an insurance 
agency. He also asked what steps the com- 
ES was taking, or intending to take, to 
uild up a réserve fund, and how that 
security was to be provided for. 

Mr. DOWDALL eaid that the Act at- 

tempted to make the Irish Public Bodies 
Company something that it really was not— 
a Mutual Assurance—when it was, in fact, 
a re-insurance ugency. The Senate was being 
asked to sanction a bill enabling a company 
with no assets to get out of depositing the 
statutory amount of money. 
Mr. O’FARRELL said that the object of 
the bill was to give effect to what were the 
undoubted intentions of tne Oireachtas when 
the original bill was passed. During the 
short time that the company was in existence 
it had well justified itself. It was, in fact, 
& conspicuous success, as the balance sheet 
showed. While other companies showed a 40 
E cent. reserve for unsecured fire risk, the 
rish Public Bodies Company, although only 
a short while in existence, had set aside 91 
per cent. for this purpose, and, in addition, 
had written off all preliminary establishment 
expenses.

Mexico. 


The assassination oí General Alvaro 
Obregon, President-elect of the Mexican 
Republic, adds another episode of violence 
to the tragic history of that country. 
General Obregon was dining at a banquet 
in San Angel, some twelve miles from 
Mexico City, when a young artist, named 
Juan Escapulario, on the pretence that 
he' wished to sketch him, drew a revolver 
and fired five shots into his body. General 
Obregon; died almost immediately, and 
his body was taken secretly to Mexico 
City, where it was placed under a strong 
guard. Escapulario, who had a narrow 
escape from lynching by the General’s 
friends, was arrested and placed in 
Mexico Jail, and yesterday the city was 
reported to be in a condition of semi- 
panic. President Calles, apparently, has 
taken drastic steps to maintain order in 
the country. The Chief of Police has been 
removed, A strict censorship has been 
established, and Government troops are 
in readiness against every contingency. 
The origin of the murder is obscure. 
General . Obregon, former 
President of the Republic, was chosen on 
July 1st to succeed President . Calles. 
Like most men in Mexican politics, he 
had had a stormy career. After the 
murder of President Madero in 1913 he 
came into pfominence through his partner- 
Huerta.

When Carranza defeated his 
Obregon became Minister for War, and in 
1915 again won fame by his defeat of 
Pancho Villa. In 1910 he decided to 
stand for the Presidency, but his candi- 
dature was opposed by Carranza, who 
supported a man named Bonillas.  Car- 
ranza then was murdered in mysterious 
circumstances; Obregon triumphed over 
Bonillas, and in May, 1920, he became 
President of the Mexican Republic. 
During ,Obregon’s term of office he 
encouraged the formation of Labour 
organisations; he introduced agrarian 
reforms with a the parti- 
tion of the great estates and their 
distribution. among the peons, and he 
began the campaign against the Roman 
Catholic Church. Obregon expelled: the 
Papal delegate in 1923, declarirg that the 
Roman Catholic Hierarchy was obstruct- 
ing Government policy and encouraging 
revolutionary activities in the country. 
He was supported in his anti-clericalism 
by Calles and Huerta, but when the 
question .of his successor came to be 
decided there was a split in the camp: 
Huerta revolted against tae proposal that 
Calles should be elected, and a civil war 
broke out. The Governme:.t of the United 
States placed a strict embargo on the sale 
of arms and ammunition to “Luerta, but 
sold large supplies to the’ Mexican’ War 
Office, with the result that Huerta soon 
was crushed, and Calles became President. 
The history of his term of office: is 
notorious. He developed Obregon’s anti- 
clerical policy, expelling all non-Mexican 
priests in 1925, and coming into fierce 
conflict with the Hierarchy in the follow- 
ing year, when all religious services were’ 
banned and the chureles were seized by 
the Governnent. Throug.out this cam- 
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his candidature; was opposed strongly by 
Serrano. and Gomez.’ Their opposition: 


both’ of them ; and, with their disappear- 
ance, Obregon became the only candidate’ 
in the field. “—. ee 

In ‘1926 ‘Calles and Obregon between 
them managed to amend the Mexican 
Constitution in order to enable an ex- 
President to take office again, and they 
also extended the term ftom four to six: 
years. As matters stand at the moment, 
therefore, nobody. vill. be - surprised. if 
President Calles announc-s that he pro- 
poses to stand again; and, if he stands, 
there is hardly any doubt that he will be 
elected. Up to the present, beyond the 
identity of the assassin, no clue has been: 
discovered as to the motive.of General 
Obregon’s murder. Naturally, President. 
Calles will attribute it to clerical machina- 
tions, and probably will do his: best: to 
turn the crime to political account, but 
the meagre facts that are available do not 
justify any such assumption. Life is held 
cheaply south of the Rio Grande, and, 
quite possibly, the murder of Obregon was 
a purely personal affair. Be that.as it 
may, the crime has given President Calles 
an opportunity to intensify his  anti- 
clerical policy. Crimes of this kind cause one 
to wonder whether Mexico ever will settle 
down to civilised government. Some 
malignant destiny. seems to haunt her, 
and, just as chaos seems to be giving way 
to a measure of order, a fresh upheaval 
flings the country. back into. terror. 
Virtually every leader of note in Mexico 
during the last twenty years has met with 
a violent end. This conditio: of affairs 
keeps the entire area of Central America 
in a state of constant unrest, and it is 
not ‘difficult to understand the growing 
feeling of anxiety in the United States.

Giovanni. Giolitti. 

The death of Signor Giolitti, at the 
age of eighty-five, breaks the last link 
between the old. and the. new Italy. 
Giolitti was the typical man of the inter- 
mediate period between two heroic 
generations—the Jtisorgimento and the 
Fascisti. ' He had no liking íor heroic 
policies himself. He held that “a good 
deal can be obtained without going to 
war,” and he would have © admitted 
frankly. that he was bored by foreign 
He was a statesman of the 
accomplished 


affairs, 
“ blue-book ”’ 
parliamentarian and an expert “ wire- 
puller.”” When his first term as 
Prime Minister was ended in 1893 by the 
State Bank scandals it appeared at first 
that his political career was over, but his 
personal integrity was not questioned, 
and, from this time onwards, he became 
the most important political force in 
Italy. For. the ten years before the war 
Giolitti constantly was in and out of 
office as Prime Minister, and, even when 
actually not in office, his influence behind 
the scenes was paramount. The period 
between 1870. and 1914 was a difficult 
one for Italy, The problem of the 
Vatican remained acute. Northern and 
Southern Italy had passed through 
different processes of historical develop- 
ment. The North was more advanced 
than the South, socially and economically, 
and the progress of national consolidation 
was slow. Possibly it might have been 
hastened by a. statesman of greater 
capacity and wider vision, but at “least 
it can be claimed for Giolitti that he gave 
his country a reasonable degree of tran- 
quillity. He was not Prime Minister in 
August, 1914, three 
months previously, but his great influence 
was exerted in favour of neutrality.. He 
made desperate efforts in 1915 to prevent 
Italy from joining the Allies, but in this 
case he mistook utterly the popular feel- 
ing.. After the decision had been taken, 
Giolitti was described as. “the most 
hated man in Italy.” He retired from 
the political scene, amid cries of 
“4 morte Giolitti,”’ and ‘there seemed 
little likelihood that he ever would be 
in power again. After the war, however, 
a series of weak and incompetent Govern- 
ments brought Italy to'the verge of ruin, 
and Giolitti was recalled to office 
with considerable éclat in June, 1920. His 
defects of training and ‘temperament now 
became obvious. His talent, amounting 
almost to genius, for political manceuvre 
and his parliamentary gifts were not 
enough to cope with the existing situation. 
He allowed the workers to take control 
of the factories. He permitted the arm- 
ing of the Fascisti, with the hope that he 
might use Fascism for his political advan- 
tage. After the: triumph “ol Signor 
Mussolini, Giolitti’s influence: in Pied- 
mont still was sufficiently strong to secure 
his election to the Chamber: He remained 
a dignified -figure, but the political 
machine, which he had laboured so long 
to build up, was. broken. The Fascist 
newspapers, although they considered the 
Giolitti tradition to be deplorable, paid 
tribute to his personal honesty. and to his 
fortitude in defeat.

Birds are 
innumerable. Partridge, pheasant, quail, 
duck, geese and bustard abound. Most 
common of all are woodeock. This game 
is hunted by the natives of Yun-Nan in 
a fashion which Europeans would not 
consider sportsmanlike—they use nets. 
The ‘hunters beat the pastures where 
woodcock are expected to be found. The 
birds make for marshy land beside the 
rivers, and, trusting in the colour of their 
plumage, which resembles that of the soil, 
crouch __ there. Meanwhile, however, 
hunters are waiting at points of vantage, 
armed with nets. As they approach, the 
‘birds fly up in alarm, but the nets are 
flung with something of the skill of the 
wielder of lassoes. If the first net misses 
a bird usually is caught by a second ere 
it can rise beyond the range of the skilful. 
Quail, wild hen, duck and other birds 
also are caught ‘sometimes in the same 
fashion. Ireland and Scotland are not 
yet so barren of game that sportsmen 
from these countries need fly in despera- 
tion to China, there to pit their guns 
against the. native nets. Only for big 
game hunting is the journey. overseas 
necessary. The Rocky Mountains are the 
region most likely to be favoured in years 
to come; although the bear, whose pelt 
many a huntsman exhibits with pride, is 
far less formidable than is popularly 
supposed.

Mr. Churchill’s announcement (says 
the Press ‘Association) was generally 
regarded as the beginning of the end of 
the existing scheme for the taxation of 
betting. 
There is a widespread belief that in 
next year’s Budget’ Mr. Churchill will 
bring forward, in substitution of the 
existing scheme, proposals which will 
impose heavier licence duties on the book- 
makers, together with a tax on betting 
transactions through the totalisator. 
This plan would involve the repeal of 
the existing betting duty, in so far as it 
applies: to credit betting transactions. 
The announcement has the effect of 
reducing the betting tax revenue to 
modest proportions, when compared with 
the hopes on which the original scheme 
was based. 
The Budget estimate for 1927-28 was 
£6,000,000, but the actual 
amounted only to £2,669,000. Last April 
Mr. Churchill estimated that at the end 
of the present financial year (March 31, 
1929) the revenue raised by the betting 
duty would amount to £3,250,000. Yester- 
day’s announcement reduces this expecta- 
tion by £1,250,000, so that all the Chan- 
cellor expects to receive in 1928-29 is a 
revenue of £2,000,000. 
There hé. be little difficulty in 
raising an an@ual sum of £2,000,000 in 
future years ftom a scheme of graded 
licences, coupled with a tax on totalisator 
transactions.

Mount Coote, his Irish seat, close to this 
town. 


TIPPERARY VISITED. | 

The strangers said that they enjoyed the 
Irish breakfast on the train, and the fast 
run through the beef-raising country as far 
las Kildare, the brown boglands of the Mid- 
lands, and the rich milk-producing fields of 
Tipperary as far as Limerick junction. They 
were full of curiosity; and of admiration for 
the conditions of living; tilling,. and general 
husbandry, as they saw them from the 
windows of. the train.” ” The Englishmen 
among them were especially anxious to hear 
all about the system—kniown only in Ireland 
—of the provision by the local authorities 
of nice cottages, with an acré of land at. 
tached, for a rent of one shilling per week. 

At the end of the train journey they 
visited the.town of Tipperary, where they 
saw the factory of the Condensed Milk Com- 
pany of Ireland, which claims to be the last 
word in Europe in the commercial handling 
of milk - Here they were received officially 
by the Tipperary Urban Council, from which 
body, representing the inhabitants. an ad- 
fress of welcome was read by Mr. John 
Kelly, the Chairman. Even in a harried 
run through the factory they were able to 
appreciate the skill with which space has 
been ‘utilised for the installation of the most 
modern dairying machinery. The approaches 
to the creamery were crowded with horse, 
mule and donkey carts, with their churns of 
new milk for delivery. Those are brought 
in from the farms by. the ‘creamery boy,” 
who not infrequéntly is cléser to oT than 
he is to the period of life indicated by the 
word “boy.” The woinen of our party will 
bring home many specimens of the Tipperary 
‘‘boy”’ in the magazines of their kodaks. 
A few streets away they saw the working of 
ihe Tipperary Farmers’ Society creamery, to 
which they were welcomed by Mr. P. L., 
Ryan, the president, who is also Chairman 
of the County Council. 


THE GLEN OF AHERLOW. 

Then a never-to-be-forgotten motor run 
through the Glen of Aherlow. The sun 
shone brightly, the Galtees close on our left 
looked their best. Most of the little farm 
houses and cottages by the way. were almost 
hidden in roses and honeysuckle; the cows 
that have made Tipperary famous were, lazy, 
up to the dewlav in the rich pasturage, and 
there was the Tinperary brood mare, with 
her half-blood foal.

WHAT MAJOR FITZMAURICE 


DID FOR FREE. STATE. 


Dr. OLIVER ST. JOHN GOGARTY moved 
‘‘That the Seanad congratulates Major Fitz- 
maurice and his German comrades on their 
success in flying the Atlantic Ocean for the 
first time from East to West in a heavier- 
than-air machine.” _ He said that there were 
no honours in this country for anybody who 
had conferred distinction on it, except the 
freedom of the city and the honour, the 
‘conferring of which rested in that House. 
In thirty-six hours, it might be said, Major 
Fitzmaurice had brought this country more 
prominently before the world than their six 
years at Geneva. Had he chosen any other 
company his fame might have been wider; 
had he chosen another engine he might not 
have reached his destination. That Senate 
should do as much for Major Fitzmaurice and 
his colleagues as the Senate of France did 
for two people who had fallen into the 
Atlantic and put on record their appreciation 
of the successful flight.

THREATS IN A LETTER 
TO A PRIEST. 


STRANGE CASE AT TRALEE. 


At the Tralee Court, before Mr. R. D. F. 
Johnson, District Justice, Michael Tangney, 
of M‘Cowen’s lane, was charged at Tralee 
with having on various dates in the months 
of May os June uttered letters threatening 
to kill certain persons, with a view to ex- 
torting money from the Rev. John Lynch, 
St. John’s Church, Tralee. Edward Martin, 
Jeremiah Cregan, John Duggan and James 
Murphy were charged with conspiring with 
Tangney. 


Several letters addressed to the Rev. John | -

In these letters the writer 
threatened to take the lives oí íour altar boys 
unless a sum of £10 was sent to him by 
Father Lynch by a certain date. The bearer 
of the letter containing the money was to 
wear a white rose in the left lapel of his 
coat, and to parade the footpath at a giver 
time in a part.of the town indicated until 
he would get a certain salutation from a 
young man wearing a silver grey tie, to 
whom the envelope containing the money 
was to be handed. Before this was to be 
done, he stipulated that a written notice 
would be posted on the pillar of the church 
gate guaranteeing that no steps would he 
taken ib have him arrested. 

In case that the money was not forth- 
coming, the writer of the letter stated that 
he would carry out his threat. His victims 
would be four Catholic boys of well-to-do 
parents, “ whose lights he would put out by 
slitting their throats with a razor,’’ 

On two successive occasions, it was stated, 
Tangney evaded the vigilance of the Guards 
who were concealed when an altar boy handed 
him a dud letter, but some time after he 
was identified in the street by another altar

| & remarkable feature of the subsequent 
debate was an attack on the Government 
policy by Major Hills, the Conservative 
member for Ripon, who, speaking on an 
amendment by Sir Basil Peto, to reduce 
the number of members of the Racecourse 
Betting Control Board from twelve to 
ten, charged the Government with throw. 
ing away a large part of its influence in 
the country for the sake of a small sum oji 


money. 

The whole secret lay in the failure of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer to get 
what he expected from the betting tax; 
otherwise they would have heard nothing 
of the totalisator and Government 


control. 

It was with surprise that he saw the 
Home Secretary, with his well-kno 
stern and drastic views on the subject, 
taking charge of betting houses. It only 
showed what influence was exercise 
inside the Cabinet by one forceful per. 
sonality. 

Since the Government had thrown jt, 
agis over racecourse betting, they would 
find it very difficult to resist the leyalisa. 
tion of all ready-money betting. 

Mr. Barr declared that this was Mr, 
Churchill’s bill, and he deplored that the 
Government were giving a new and 
dangerous respectability to the gambling 
habit. 

Sir Vivian Henderson, on this point, 
said that he had not received a single 
communication from anyone in his con- 
stituency on the moral issues of the hill.
